PEKING. July 6 (UPl) — The 
United Stales and China will sign a 
trade agreement in Peking tomor- 
row despite the breakdown of their 
negouauons on limiting Chinese 
textile exports. U.S. officials said 
today. 

The two sides agreed to hold the 
signing ceremony in the Great Hall 
of the People on Tienanmen 
Square, the officials said. 

The agreement was initialed May 
14 in Canton and Peking by U.S. 
Commerce Secretary Juanita Kreps 
and Li Qiang, the Chinese foreign 
trade minister. The next step will 
be to send the treaty to the U.S. 
Congress for ratification. 

The treaty grants China most- 
favored-nation trade status. The 
Commerce Department, has said 
that Congress also will be asked to 
grant such tariff benefits to the So- 
viet Union in order to balance rela- 
tions. 

Mission to Peking 

U.S. textile negotiators and Rob- 
ert Strauss, then President Carter’s 
special trade representative, came 
to Peking in late May to tiy to 
reach an agreement curbing ship- 
ments of Chinese doth and cloth- 
ing to the United Slates. 

U.S. congressional leaders have 
said that Congress, under pressure 
from U.S. textile firms, otherwise 
would not ratify the trade treaty. 

Mr. Strauss left Peking on May 
3 1, saying that the talks had failed.

LUSAKA, Zambia, July 6 (AP) 
— The Zimbabwe African People’s 
Union announced here today that 
h - would cease guerrilla attacks 
from Zambia into Zimbabwe Rho- 
desia during the planned visit of 
Queen Elizabeth If fra tire summit 
conference of Commonwealth 
countries due here from Aug. 1 to 
8 . 

A ZAPU spokesman said that he 
would not call the action a cease- 
fire, because “our forces will con- 
tinue to operate in Rhodesia. The 
war Mil go on.” Bui be said that 
attacks from Zambia would stop 
from July 25 to Aug. 10. 

The announcement followed a 
report that a British security service 
had determined that it would be 
safe for the queen fo visit Lusaka as 
planned during the first four days 
of the conference. The report, at- 
tributed to authoritative sources, 
contradicted an earlier British se- 
curity report saying ihaz her safety 
could not be assured here. 

Lusaka sources said it was un- 
derstood that the Zambian govern- 
ment, in response to British con- 
cern, had agreed to move ZAPU 
guerrillas away from the capital 
during the Commonwealth meet- 
ing. Such a move would be unlikely 
without' ZAPU consent, observers 
said, since the guerrilla organiza- 
tion is believed 10 be stronger than 
the Zambian army.

China Criminal Code 
' PEKING. July 6 (UPD — For the 
first time since the founding of the 
Communist Chinese state, authori- 
ties published a criminal code 


today. It is written so that the aver- 
age citizen can understand what 
constitutes a crime. 

The code forbids torture to ex- 
tract confessions and bans perjury, 
unlawful detention and illegal 
searches of citizens and their 
homes. But it retains the death pen- 
alty for what are classified as the 
most heinous offenses, including 
homicide, robbery, arson, planting 
explosives, causing floods and poi- 
soning. 

An attempt also was made to de- 
fine the vague label of counterrevo- 
lutionary acts than can result m 
capital punishment. The definition 
embraces offenses ranging from 
trying to overthrow the govem- 
menL. spying, bribing officials and 
hijacking to sabotaging of state in- 
stitutions and refusal to pay taxes. 

Life imprisonment may be meted 
out to anyone who disturbs public 
order, traffics in narcotics, molests 
a woman or leaves the country ille- 
gally. 

The criminal law applies to of- 
fenses committed within Chinese 
territory and on Chinese vessels 
and aircraft, although foreigners 
found guilty of crimes may be 
deponed. If a foreigner commits a 
serious crime against a Chinese citi- 
zen or China itself overseas, he may 
be charged if he visits China. 

A Chinese legal expert, Sha 
Qian) 1, told the Chinese news agen- 
cy that although the Chinese con- 
stitution stated the rights of the 
people, these rights were not guar- 
anteed by law in the past and "in- 
fringement of citizens’ rights con- 
stantly occurred.” 

Justice in the pasi was often 
handed out in mass trials and con- 
victs sometimes had no way of 
finding out of what crimes they 
were accused. 

“Now, to make sure that rights 
of the citizen are protected, the 
criminal iaw stipulates that the citi- 
zen's personal, democratic and 
other rights are inviolable by any- 
one or any organization,” Mr. Sna 
said. 

Another law. on criminal proce- 
dures, was studied along with the 
criminal code by China's parlia- 
ment last month. The procedures 
law, yet to be promulgated, is ex- 
pected to define bow the courts 
should investigate, prosecute and 
try cases and hand out arrest war- 
rants. 


Pakistan Atomic Data Traced to Europe

PARIS, July 6 (IHTj — Evidence 
is accumulating that the Pakistani 
government of Gen. Mohammed 
Zia ul-Haq is trying to achieve a 
nuclear weapons capability, per- 
haps within two years, using equip- 
ment and blueprints obtained sur- 
reptitiously in Europe. 

Recent reports of how Pakistan 
acquired this knowledge seem cer- 
tain to renew the debate oq nuclear 
safeguards. Experts in France, 


which has been criticized in the 
past for its nuclear exports, believe 
that the Pakistan case pinpoints 
some weak spots in the technology 
spread by the United States. 

Although Gen. Zia has said that 
his government is developing nucle- 
ar energy only for peaceful pur- 
poses, Western intelligence sources 
said that Pakistan hopes to be able 
to build its own atomic weapons 
from scratch.

U.S. Army in Europe: Social Problems Grow

BAUMHQLDER, West Germany, July 
6 (NYT) — The UJS. Army in Europe is- 
facing serious, and unanticipated, social 
problems: high rates of pregnancy among 
wom en soldiers and the financial and emo- 
tional difficulties afflicting the growing 

number of dependents hiring abroad 

Army officials in Heidelberg, Baum- 
holdor and other troop commands say 
these problems now overshadow those of 
the early 1970s: drug abuse, racial tension 
and crime. Moreover, Army officers say 

the current problems are both gnawing and 
|* delicate* and they are especially complicat- 
ed because they touch the toots of the vol- 
unteer force, whose future is again bong 
debated in Congress.

'How many arc mar- 
tied, how many single, how many decide to 
have a child and take the option of leaving 
the Army and bow many choose to have 
abortions is unclear. 

Of 20 women m a anlitaty police compa- 
ny in Baumholdcr, fra instance, nine have 
become pregnant since October, and two 
of them are married.

However, several sergeants and junior 
officers in Baumhokter and Kaiserslautern 
said pregnancy among servicewomen was 
taking its toll in offices and motor pools 
and that the problems it caused fra the 
Army — shifting women into Less taxing 
jobs, absences over longer periods of time, 
the inability of women to go to the field — 
posed more serious difficulties than men 
calling m rick. 

Officially, a woman is given six weeks’ 
medical leave after having a child. But, ac- 
cording to Army officers, medical prob- 
lems often arise earlier and result in the 
women's taking time off from their jobs. 

The Army currently has only a minim al 
education program for women — and men 
— on averting pregnancy and on the prob- 
lems facing single parents abroad. Howev- 
er, the Army and Defense Department arc 
now planning a major education- campaign 
involving pregnancy aimed at women, and 
are weighing plans to increase the avail- 
ability of contraceptives. 

Under recent Army directives, those sin- 
gle parents who seek to remain in the mili- 
tary must guarantee that a qualified adult 
will care for ibdr children in a crisis or an 
alert Otherwise, the mother or father is 
discharged. 


-■ •'The thought of combining a military 
career and being a mother is mind-bog- 
gling to me," said CapL Paula Scott, the 
personnel officer at Baumholder. “The 
Army, in Germany, has alerts, you’re al- 
ways on call, and 1 just think it would be a 
tremendous strain to try to be a mother 
under those conditions." 

Currently about 6.7 percent of the force 
in Europe is female, as against about 6 per- 
cent erf the toial force. By 1982, the Penta- 
gon expects the percentage of women in 
ihe armed forces to climb to 12 percent 

The next most pressing personnel prob-. 
lem facing the volunteer Army, officials 
say, is the growing number of civilian de- 
pendents in Europe, 175,000 at present. It 
is another problem that the Army failed lo 
anticipate. 

Essentially the volunteer Army, un l i k e 
the draft Array, is a married force. More 
than 30 percent of foe IB- and J 9-year-olds 
in their first enlistment are married, per- 
haps triple the figure for the draft Army. 
And many of the young soldiers have chil- 
dren. 

Ideal GIs 

In many ways the young married soldier 
is what officers and ranking sergeants term 
the ideal GI: hard-working, motivated and 
less prone to alcoholism, which is now a 
more serious problem than drugs. 

However, the young married soldier is 
under considerable strain. Housing short- 
ages on military bases around West Ger- 
many are forcing thousands of lower-grade 
enlisted men and their families to off-base. 

Because the value of the dollar has' 
plunged more than 30 percem over the last 
three years, straining paychecks, and be- 
cause young enlisted men often must go 10 


or IS miles away from their bases to find 
apartments, increased marital difficulties 
and depression among Army wives have 
stirred concern in the Army hierarchy and, 
set off a debate about the efficacy of the 
three-year tour for enlisted people mid 
their dependents. 

“These young girls come here, and they 
don’t have a car. don’t know the language, 
have a baby and are totally isolated,’’ said 
CapL Lewis Gallant, a social worker and 
the Army’s community services worker in 
Baumholder. 

‘No Luxuries' 

At a tank range near Baumholder, SgL 
Roben Riese, a 22- year-old gunner and 
driver who lives in Wiesbaden with his 
wife and year-old daughter, noted that be 
earned, before taxes. $915 a month.

“When she tries to do something — hold 
a job, further her education — it’s difficult 
because her husband moves,” he saidt 
“Resentments build. The pressures on 
women, on Army families, are acute, and 
gelling more so.

Pakistani scientists, however, ap- 
pear more likely to build a bomb 
using enriched uranium. For this, 
they apparently are using technolo- 
gy developed by the United States 
and copied in some European 
countries. 

The process involves using ul- 
trafast centrifuges lo enrich natural 
uranium, in gas form, until it can 
be used for weapons. Pakistan is 
building a gas centrifuge plant near 
its capital, Islamabad, apparently 
using plans obtained by a Pakistani 
agent who worked in foe Urenco 
gas centrifuge plant at Aimelo. 
Netherlands. 

The Pakistani engineer, who used 
the name Abdul Qadar Khan, dis- 
appeared from his job there in 1975 
after he was caught reading secret 
documents. He is believed to he 
running the Pakistani project. 

When a British reporter. Chris 
Sherwell, attempted to locate Mr. 
Khan’s home, be was beaten in the 
street and Pakistan accused Mr. 
Sherwdl yesterday of violating 
Pakistan’s security. He is threat* 
oied with prosecution or deporta- 
tion. Last weds, the French ambas- 
sador to Pakistan, Pol Le Gourri- 
erec, was attacked when he 
attempted to drive past the Pakista- 
ni centrifuge plant in an embassy 
car, 

Mr. Khan, through his job in foe 
Urenco plant, was in a position fo 
give Pakistan a list of the centri- 
fuge’s components, which then 
could be purchased separately, pre* 
sumably through dummy compa- 
nies. Pakistani agents also bought 
some related patent rights in Swit- 
zerland.

Soriet Reaction

hence. Then, they said, a nuclear 
balance of terror will have been es-

the Middle East without provoking 
a nuclear exchange. 

Others contended that Moscow 
would not have to intervene on a 
major 1 scale after a U.S. military ac- 
tion in the Middle East.

bile fuel efficiency. Increased pro- 
duction is another, with some envi- 
ronmentalists advocating increased 
research for new sources of natural 
gas. 

Most ProcBtsmg 

Most experts see coal as most 
promising for conversion into oil 
and synthetic gas. A tentative part 
of the administration plan calls for 
the government's subsidizing the 
construction of 16 cool-liquefaction 
plants — at SS billion to S6 billion 
each — that would produce a total 
of 1.6 billion gallons a day by 1990. 

In some processes, synthetic oil 
and gas is made by heating the coal 
to high temperatures and applying 
great pressure, causing it to decom- 
pose; a variety of od products, in- 
c] uding gasoline, can be obtained. 

The Energy Department is spon- 
soring two small, commercial-scale 
plants to produce the equivalent of 
20.000 barrels of oil daily in solid, 
liquid and gaseous fuels, using a 
process known as “solvent-refined 
coal,'* in which chemicals are used 
to remove impurities. 

Energy experts say that a full- 
sized facility could produce syn- 
thetic oil at about S25 a bared, 
compared to about $20 for import- 
ed otL But they say that such cost 
projections tend to escalate rapidly. 
Although the DOE believes that 
solvent-refined coal is the most ad- 
vanced current technology, it feds, 
that newer processes — H-coal, do- 
nor solvent and others — could ul- 
timately prove more usefuL 

Uncertainty 

The uncertainty about processes 
is one reason some officials oppose 
a crash program. In the nun to 
build commercial plants, they con- 
tend, less workable technologies 
might be selected. “This has the po- 
tential for bring one of the craziest 
schemes ever put forward by the 
federal government," said one 
White House offidaL 

The start-up costs are awesome. 
A full-sized plant capable of pro- 
ducing 100,000 bands of oil a day 
would cost billions of dollars. To 
reduce imports by 2 million bands 
a day the cost could rise to as high 
as $100 billion. Moreover, several 
hundred million additional tons of 
coal would have to be produced 
each year, and pipelines would 
have to be built to carry the output

But such efforts 
displease environmentalists. 
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OECD's central computer hums 
and on which IEA stores highlv- 
sensitive oil information and statis- 
tics provided by the world's oil 
companies or their home govern- 
ments. 

"It is the only place in the world 
when; all this information is 
brought together — prices, trans- 
port. marketing data, everything 
critical."

Pradoxically. foreign affiliates 
of French ofl companies actively 
cooperate. 

Direct consultations with oil 
company executives also figure in 
the links to industry. The U.S. gov- 
ernment attaches considerable im- 
portance to participation of such 
oil giants as Exxon. Gulf and 
Mobil. 

The framework for action in the 
event of an oil cutoff is in place. 
One of its features is an I ^-de- 
signed scheme to share oO among 
members, which in turn is linked to 
a plan — also in place — under 
which each participating country 
maintains emergency reserves 
equivalent to at least 70 days’ net 
imports. "Our emergency plan, 
should it arise, for whatever reason, 
is automatically activated if the dis- 
ruption surpasses seven percent of 
the normal level of supplies," ex- 
plains an IEA source. "Obviously, 
the (til companies would play a key 
role." 

Some U.S. officials, however, 
question whether it will ever be 
activated. "Things would have to 
get rough first,” says a senior 
Washington-based official, adding 
that “some high level people 
around here consider it our silver 
bullet — just in case we have to 
prove to oil producers that there is 
solidarity." 

So what is IEA all about? 

“For us it is a forum,” says an- 
other Washington official familiar 
with IEA, “. . .a way to communi- 
cate among ourselves, to hammer 
out, sound out our differences, of- 
ten with heated debate.” 

In the current year, through July 
31, IEA will have sponsored over 
200 meetings of various kinds, cov- 
ering everything from the potential 
of energy conservation, wind, solar 
and nuclear power to the organiz- 
ing of press conferences. 

Even lEA's critics readily 
concede that much of the thinking 
on international energy coopera- 
tion being generated around the 
world can be traced to IEA meet- 
ings. A gjbod example is IEA's re- 
cent designation of October, 1979, 
as International Conservation 
Month. 

What IEA did was to galvanize 
and coordinate conservation efforts 
— under way ox just starting in 
member countries — and gave 
them its own participatory label 
Thus, a new Irish postage stamp to 
be issued in October will plug the 
conservation effort; a similar refer- 
ence will soon appear on Greek- 
made match boxes, and top IEA of- 
ficials will make speeches on energy 
conservations next spring in most 
member capitals. 

"It is our first venture in this 
line, and we hope we succeed in 
getting more people to think energy 
efficiency," says an agency official, 
noting that the several million dol- 
lars in costs are being born directly 
by member governments. 

One of the more politically deli- 
cate and, by contrast, highly 
charged meetings will begin 
Wednesday morning in a spa cious 
conference room at OECD bed- 
quarters. The occasion is the 44th 
session of the IEA governing 
board, which sets policy. Govern-- 
ment officials are nervously preoc- 
cupied with the first, major item on 
its agenda, blandly described in the 
jargon of international bodies as: 
“Outcome of Meeting in Tokyo on 
28W9 June, 1979." 

Bothering officials is how to im- 
plement the mandate of the seven 
summit leaders — namely to moni- 
tor drops in oil-import levels and 
other oil-saving measures among 
industrialized countries. 

“France’s absence in IEA poses 
something of a headache," an offi- 
cial conceded, noting, “But, obvi- 
ously. the IEA is best equipped to 
handle the job."

ACLU Files Suit in Uuzzo Case 


FBI Blamed in ’65 Rights Worker Slaying 


DETROIT, July 6 (UPI J — The 
American Civil ~ Liberties Union 
filed a $2 million suit yesterday, 
charging the FBI with responsibili- 
ty for the 1965 slaying of civil 
rights worker Viola Liuzzo and 
with an attempted cover-up of its 
involvement. 

The suit, filed on behalf of Mrs. 
Liuzzo's family, charged that the 
killing resulted from the illegal ac- 
tivities — authorized by the FBI — 
of Ku KJux KJan undercover in- 
formant Gary Thomas Rowe, who 
was charged with murder recently 
in the case. 

Rather than conduct a full inves- 
tigation of the slaying, the suit con- 
tended, the then -FBI Director J. 
Edgar Hoover orchestrated a smear 
campaign against Mrs. Liuzzo and 
attempted to prevent reporters 
from tracing the extent of Mr. 
Rowe’s activities on behalf of the 
FBI. 

“The FBI was not the protector 
of the civil rights movement during 
this period, but was in fact at war 
with the civil rights movement for 
several years," said Howard Simon, 
director of the Michigan chapter of 
the ACLU. 

‘Outrageous Use’ 

“This is the most outrageous use 
of an undercover informant in 
United States history," Mr. Simon 
said. 

The FBI declined to comment bn 
the suit.

U.S. Truckers 
Back on Roads, 
Ending Strike 

From Agency Dixpauhes 

NEW YORK, July 6 — Inde- 
pendent truckers have pulled their 
rigs back onto the nation's high- 
ways to await government acuon 
on their demands for more lower 
gasoline prices and higher speed 
and load limits. Their five- week-old 
strike, which closed industries and 
meat-packing plants and threat- 
ened critical food shortages, was all 
but ended yesterday. 

An official of a (racking consult- 
ant firm said the attitude of the 
drivers had improved. “They're 
feeling a lot better now,” he said. 
“But we’ve got to wait and see what 
the government will do.” 

The Carter administration last 
week proposed a plan for dealing 
with the grievances, and the Inde- 
pendent Truckers Association esti- 
mates that most of its 100,000 
workers have gone back to work. 
There were no reports of violence, 
which at one point during (he strike 
forced National Guard troops in 
several states to ride with truckers 
who drove despite the walkout. 

Mississippi Gov. Giff Finch, 
who two weeks ago helped drive an 
18-wheeler from Jackson, Miss., to 
Los Angeles to get a better under- 
standing of truckers' problems, met 
with trucker representatives to or- 
ganize a plan he would carry to a 
national governors conference next 
week in Louisville, -Ky. 


Two of the Klansmen identified 
Mr. Rowe as the iriggerman follow- 
ing their parole. An Alabama grand 
jury indicted him for first-degree 
murder last October. The trial is 
scheduled to begin this fall.

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Jimmy’s Gone Fishin’ 


In Michael Halberstazn's political novel, 
‘The Wanting of Levine,” a presidential can- 
didate figures out why he so likes fishing. No 
matter how disorderly the world, when one 
goes fishing everything focuses on the hook. 

Jimmy Carter had planned to make a ma- 
jor television address on energy Thursday 
but in the end he went fishing instead. One 
can only hope that a lot came into focus, for 
in a sense it is the president who's now on the 
hook. 

Since he appeared by the fire in a cardigan 
just days after talcing office. Carter has hard- 
ly missed an opportunity to exhort the public 
on energy. Considering how consistently 
Americans have ignored his strictures, it 
would be graceless of them now to reproach 
him for failing to seize this opportunity for 
leadership. Stili. it is a golden opportunity. 
For him to announce the speech and then 
cancel it is dismaying. 

The popular view of Carter is that he is 
decern and intelligent, but that he wavers. 
Now, with its attention commanded by gas 
lines, the public is eager, even anxious for a 
rallying ciy. The climate has ripened for deci- 
siveness. It is surely a moment to seize. A 
major energy statement now could be the 
very fulcrum of the president’s term in office. 

We don’t know why the president called it 
off, nor why it was canceled rather than post- 
poned, nor why it was canceled so soon after 
it was scheduled, giving the appearance of 
wavering yet again. 

Perhaps it became clear that just another 
energy speech would not do this time — but 
that giving it weight would have meant rush- 
ing decisions on vast and costly issues. If so, 


on the merits. Carter was exactly right — bet- 
ter to take days of heal for a hasty speech 
announcement than years of heat for a hasty 
new energy policy. 

But whatever the internal merits might be. 
all the public knows is that this is one of 
those rare times when the merits and the pol- 
itics of an issue coincide. The public wants 
leadership from a president who seems to 
want to give it, and certainly needs to — but 
who has now backed off. Another energy 
speech is not the only way to climb into the 
bully pulpit, but having settled on that one, it 
would have been better to postpone rather 
than cancel, and better still to go ahead, say- 
ing as much possible with more to come lat- 
er. 

What should the country do about the im- 
mediate annoyances of gas lines? The presi- 
dent need not have a fully fleshed program of 
rationing by (axes or coupons in order to ac- 
knowledge that the present system of ration- 
ing by allocation has failed. How. when do- 
mestic oil discoveries are on the wane, should 
the country wean itself from imports over the 
long run? The president does not need to al- 
locate billions between, say, photo-voltaic 
cells and shale oil in order to make a compel- 
ling case for a Synthetic Fuel Corporation. 

In an ordinary time, the failure to seize the 
moment might be a narrow public relations 
error. In the present climate, it wastes a pre- 
cious opportunity. Carter will have to make 
his major energy address sooner or later. 
Taking the lead then will be just that much 
harder.

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Bundestag Does What’s Right SALT- 2 and Finhmdizatwn 


Thirty-four years after the end of World 
War II, West Germany is still prosecuting 
Nazi crimes and criminals with tenacity and 
iiligence. By voting to abolish the statute of 
[imitations for murder, the German Bundes- 
tag has reaffirmed a longstanding national 
judgment on those wrongs. 

In dealing with the moral debris of the ear- 
ly 1940s, most of the postwar governments 
pursued the most notorious cases rapidly and 
then, equally rapidly, closed the books. The 
argument usually held that further investiga- 
tions would be harmful to national unity, 
and no useful purpose could be served by 
reopening controversies belonging to another 
Lime — etc., etc. The leading exception to 
that doctrine is West Germany. 

It is true that the almost unimaginable 
snormity of Nazi crimes gives them a special 
place in the world's consideration. But it is 


also true that German courts have followed 
the threads of evidence to lengths that, in 
1945. very few people would have thought 
possible. The statute would have cut off next 
January any further prosecution of wartime 
murders, and a good many Germans were 
irritated by the intense foreign campaign to 
repeal it. To some Germans, that campaign 
constituted interference in their domestic 
affairs. But no wise government ignores what 
Jefferson called “a decent respect to the 
opinion of mankind.” The United States 
learned the value of that precept once again, 
and at great cost, in the Vietnam War. 

Other countries have occasionally turned 
away from the consideration of wartime of- 
fenses with the excuse that circumstances 
have changed. The postwar Germans have 
held to a more rigorous idea of the law.

Add One for Democracy 


There are not so many democracies any- 
where these days that an entry, or re-entry, to 
the list should go uncheered. That’s the rea- 
son for a salute to Bolivia, which the other 
day conducted elections both mercifully un- 
rigged and likely to be honored by the gener- 
als who have run the country the last 15 
years. The generals' attitude is not to be ex- 
plained by a dramatic midnight conversion 
to the virtues of constitutional rule. Rather, 
they seem eager to spare themselves the bur- 
den of putting Bolivians through the interna- 
tional economic wringer, as any new govern- 
ment will surely have to do. But forget about 
that for now. Bolivia has held free elections. 
None of the three presidental candidates, all 
former presidents, won the requisite absolute 
majority, so the newly elected congress will 
pick a winner soon. 

That’s where the problem lies. The new 
president will almost certainly be either Her- 
nan Siles or Victor Paz. They were both 
among the founders of the MNR; the Bolivi- 
an parly of economic and political modern- 
ization that came (o power originally in 1952, 


and if the party had not since split, either one 
of them would have been in a position to 
receive a strong popular mandate and to run 
a strong government. But the party split, and 
so neither one is in that position. Moreover, 
because of the military’s 15 -year hold on pol- 
itics. a whole generation has come of age un- 
schooled in the habits of compromise and re- 
straint essential for the operation of any de- 
moertic system, the economy is weak, 
unbalanced and debt-ridden, and the inter- 
national bankers demand austerity measures 
that will be at best painful and at worst 
destabilizing. 

The United States, which has been urging 
the return of democracy to Bolivia, can hard- 
ly relax now. One helpful thing the adminis- 
tration could do would be to reconsider its 
plans Tor releasing tin from the American 
stockpile. Such sales lower the price of a 
com modi tiy that provides the bulk of Boliv- 
ia's foreign exchange. Democracy in Bolivia 
deserves a break.

L ONDON — “Europe" is still 
primarily a geographical, not 
a political or even cultural, expres- 
sion. Finland and. Turkey, for 
example, have little in common, 
little, that is. except Finlandiza- 
lion. 

That political expression denotes 
a kind of accommodation that non- 
Communist states make to Soviet 
desires. Japan showed signs of Fin- 
landization in 1976, when it denied 
the United States full access to a 
MiG-25 landed in Japan by a Sovi- 
et defector. Today Turkey, a 
NATO member, shows signs of 
Finlandization in refusing to allow, 
without Soviet permission, over- 
flights by U.S. aircraft needed for 
verifying SALT-2. 

The decoupling of Turkey from 
the West should oe borne in mind 
when considering Europe’s atti- 
tudes about SALT-2. Having re- 
cently spent several days with some 
European leaders considering 
SALT-2, I am convinced that most 
want it ratified — less because they 
admire the agreement than because 
they fear political consequences of 
rejection. 

The Russians are encouraging 
Europeans to believe that amend- 
ments to SALT-2 would mean the 
end of the entire SALT process. 
And European leaders are afraid 
that their publics might then devel-

forces, an imbalance that grows as 
the Russians race ahead with de- 
ployment of 4,000-ldlometer range 
SS-2Q missile. 

The Carter administration says 
that langer-range GLCMs and 
SLCMs will not be ready for de- 
ployment before the protocol 
expires. But the administration 
slowed development of those weap- 
ons in anticipation of its concession 
that produced the range limits. 
Many Europeans wish the United 
States would underscore the tempo- 
rary nature of the protocol limits 
by quickly indicating a decision to 
deploy, not merely test, long-range 
GLCMs and SLCMs.

an eventual arms control agreement 
with the Soviet Union.”

The 
preferred, new word comes from 
British military aviation* which has 
since been adopted by British busi- 
ness executives: the Group. (In 
late-night television movies, the 
Group Leader is the handsome one 
who usually crashes.) 

Accordingly, when - a bunch of 
guys get together is the White 
House Situation Room to figure 
out how to shape an image or sell a 
treaty, they now call themselves a 
Group. In the case of SALT (Stra-

WASHINGTON,. July 6 (WP) — 
A company in California, nearing 
commercial production of synthetic 
insulin by means of genetic engi- 
neering. has intensified its research 
in order to begin tests on animals. 

This has brought it up against a 
federal requirement that the Na- 
tional Institutes of Health approve 
all experiments using more than 10- 
liter batches (about 11 quarts) of 
genetic material. The company, 
Gen en tech Inc. or South San Fran- 
cisco, will use more. 

Genen tech’s experiments involve 
a new technology through which 
pieces of DNA, the genetic materi- 
al that determines the hereditary 
characteristics of a& living cells, are 
extracted from one organism and 
spliced in a test tube to those of 
another. The so-called recombinant 
DNA could lead to new life forms: 
Rats that warble: for instance, or 
plants that produce cheap fueL 

Genentech, which Iasi year 
found a way to make bacteria pro- 
duce insulin, is probably the lead- 
ing American company working 
with recombinant DNA. 

Its breakthrough last year was 
heralded as a boon to diabetics, of 
whom one in 20 is allergic to the 
animal insulin now in use. 

The firm already has contracted 
with Eli Lilly, (he giant pharmaceu- 
tical company that controls SO per- 
cent of the insulin market, to devel- 
op marketable synthetic insulin as 
soon as possible. 

Genemech’s decision to speed up 
its genetic research emphasizes 
industry's impatience with the NIH 
guidelines, which are binding only 
on researchers receiving federal 
tends, but which commercial scien- 
tists have followed voluntarily until 
this year. 

Distribution Problem 

Genentech gets no federal funds. 

“Because we've been the leaders 
in this technology, we've had to 
deal with the problem of how to get 
the insulin out to diabetics in this 
country," Genentech president Bob 
Swanson said 

“We're now working as fast as 
we can to produce enough for ani- 
mal tests in the fad You nave to do 
things on a larger scale to make the 
tests." 

According to the British maga- 
zine Nature, Genen tech's action 
sets a precedent for at least four 
similar small companies involved in 
genetic research — three in the 
United States and one in Luxem- 
bourg. All say they have stayed 
within NIH guidelines so far. 

These federal standards were de- 
veloped in 1976, when many scien- 
tists involved in genetic research 
expressed fear that the work might 
inadvertently result in the creation 


of a super-resistant new bug such 
as a deadly virus. Now, however, 
many of the same scientists arc 
chafing under the constraints, and 
say that new evidence indicates 
some of them may not be neces- 
sary. 

“The hazards have been exorbi- 
tantly overstated," said DeWitt 
Stetten, NIH deputy director for 
science. Mr. Stetten said he re- 
signed as chairman of the NIH re- 
combinant DNA advisory commit- 
tee a year and a half ago “partly 
because we were in the process of 
constructing an elaborate system of 
precautions for something that 
wasn’t really dangerous in the first 
place." 

But Genenlech's move has met 
with resistance in California, where 
several communities have ordi- 


nances that require industry to stay 
within NIH guidelines.

In a report to the recombinant 
advisory committee. Prof. Rjcnaro 
Goldstein of the Harvard Med«»l 
School, a committee member, cited 
new research indicating that some 
of the so-called “safe strains of re- 
combinant bacteria now used in 
genetic research can survive noth 
laboratory disposal treatment and 
conditions inside human intestines 
for longer periods than were pre- 
dicted when die NIH standards 
were established. 

A recent article in Nature, how- 
ever, says there is a “built-in safe- 
guard" in the strain that would pre- 
clude epidemics. 


Natural Herbicide Search: 
Sunflower Could Be Key 


WASHINGTON. July 6 (UPIj — 
Agriculture Department' scientists 
are taking small but important 
steps in a search for natural herbi- 
cides. They have found sunflower 
plants can inhibit growth of the 
toughest weeds. 

Greenhouse tests ai the depart- 
ment's Plant Disease Research 
Laboratory in Frederick. MrL. 
found that sunflower extracts in- 
hibited growth of selected weeds by 
50 percent to 75 percent, officials 
reported. Field tests lasting one 
year were not as successful, but sci- 
entists said that it may take several 
growing seasons for sunflowers to 
build up enough toxin to suppress 
weeds. 

There is new interest in natural 
herbicides as petroleum-based 
man-made herbicides skyrocket in 
price and create environmental 
problems. 

Plant physiologist Gerald Leath- 
er — who is studying the natural 
ability of some plants to imperil 
others — said the exact chemicals 
in the sunflower that are toxic to 
other plants have not been identi- 
fied. In one experiment, however, 
he isolated a substance given off by 
sunflower roots that inhibited 
growth of pigweed by 65 percent. * 

In greenhouse tests, the sun- 
flower was successful in inhibiting 
jimsonweed velvetleaf. john son- 
grass, curlydock. red sorrel, 
ragweed, purslane, Pennsylvania 
smartweed wild mustard and 
lambsquaners. 

The mysterious ability erf some 
plants to attack others' is called 
allelopathy. Mr. Leather said the 
phenomenon may someday give 
crops built-in weed control through 
plant breeding or genetic engineer- 
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ing. It could also help in the devel- 
opment of safer and more stable 
herbicides. Use of allelopathic 
plants in crop rotation could pro- 
vide long-tenn weed suppression. 

Besides inhibiting weeds, sun- 
flower extract can stimulate other 
weed seeds to germinate. “This 
may lead to sprays that kill weeds 
by ’waking up' (heir seeds in the 
soil just prior to winter." Mr. 
Leather said. Other plants with ca- 
pacity to km weeds include oats, 
walnut trees, some varieties of cher- 
ry and cucumber and many wild 
plants. 

While Mr. Leather makes prog- 
ress with sunflowers to control 
weeds, another scientist, Robert 
Emge, is studying use of an import- 
ed fungus against weeds. The 
fungus is one of a group of rusts 
that leave rust-colored blotches on 
infected plants. 

Scientists are directing their 
work at a specific weed, rush skele- 
tonweed, which is spreading in 
rangeland, roadside areas and 
.wasteland in the West. If the weed 
spreads to croplands, it would rob 
crops of nutrients and moisture 
and damage harvesting equipment. 

Scientists found that a rust 
fungus imported from Europe in- 
fects skdeionweeds but not other 
plants. 

Greenhouse tests and fieldwork 
in California and Idaho showed 
that dusting the weed with rust 
fungus spores and talc could reduce 
the weed’s ability to make seed by 
as much as 65 percent. “Because 
they are host-specific and their 
spores are easily disseminated by 
the wind," Mr. Emge said, “rusts 
are ideal biocon tro! agents."

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Kissinger Second-Guesses the 3d World , U.S. 


N EW YORK. (WPl — Former Secretary of 
Stale Henry Kissinger was interviewed 
last week in New York by Stephen S. Rosenfeld 
of The Washington Post editorial page. 

■ Tie interview: 

Rosenfeld: Where did you leave Rhodesia? 
Kissinger: The biggest problem in southern 
Africa was the relationship between the white 
and black communities and the growing attempt 
of outside powers — especially the Soviet Union 
and Cuba — to use this process for their own 
geopolitical ends. We attempted to find a posi- 
tion which responded to the aspirations or the 
black majority, and at the same time permitted 
the black and' white communities to live side by 
side. 

We thought this essential for two reasons: 
First, if we could bring about a bi racial society 
on the basis of black majority rule in Rhodesia 
while proteciing minority rights, this would pro- 
vide a bridge to solving the much more difficult 
problems of South Africa. Secondly, it would 


give us a platform compatible with our princi- 
aid 


Q: How would you describe the Carter 
approach? 

A: 1 believe that the administration approach 
operates on the assumption lhat we can win over 
the Third World radicals by co-opting their pro- 
gram.

Q: Wasn’t your own Rhodesia plan co-opting 
some of the radical program? 

A: My plan was to co-opt the program of 
moderate evolutionary reform, that is to say ma- 
jority rule, and minority rights. At the same lime 
we sought to create a kind of a firebreak be- 
tween those whose radicalism was ideological 
and those whose radicalism was geared to spe- 
cific issues. We could meet the demands for raa- 

a rule; we never thought we could co-opt the 
jgical radicals: our goal was to isolate 
them. • 

Q: How did you feel about the administra- 
tion’s understanding of African problems? 

At 1 believe they’re operating on their own 
theory with which l do not agree. 

Q: Still? 

A: Still. 1 think, in the case of Andy Young, 
they are applying the experience of the Ameri- 
can civil-rights movement in the South. Young 
made a nobel contribution there but the African 
context is totally different The practical effect 
of this misconception is that in Africa we have 
been operationally on the side of the ideological 
radicals as against the moderates. The radicals 
have adopted a program of majority rule so ex- 
treme as to be incompatible with the survival of 
the minority and, therefore, incompatible with 
the peaceful evolution of the larger problem of 
South .Africa.

A: The issue is not any particular plan but a 
direction — specifically, where should be the 
weight of the American policy?

1 fear that we have been in practice in favor of 
the radicals against the moderates.

Q: One hears from this administration that if 
the United States is going to have the coopera- 
tion of the front-line states and of the rear-line 
states, if you will, like Nigeria, it has to make a 
political offer that even the radical Patriotic 
Front people will find acceptable. 

A: But this reasoning will lead us to a vicious 
circle, because if the side that threatens to con- 
tinue fighting can set the terms, then we are en- 
couraging the continuation of the fighting and 
an escalation of radical demands. The inevitable 
result will be that the most radical element will 
dominate . 

Take the example of the sanctions. I could see 
that a prudent administration would want to 
wail until it has a consensus, at least with Brit- 
ain and with some other countries, on the lifting 
of sanctions. In that case we have a problem or 
timing. This could be accomplished without — 
as the administration has done — putting our- 
selves philosophically totally on the radical side. 

When the White House attacked the constitu- 
tional provisions for protecting the minority as 
undemocratic, it really challenged any concept 
of constitutional guarantees. It is. after all. the 
essence of constitutional guarantees that they 
give the minority powers relatively dispropor- 
tionate to their numbers. If the majority can do 
anything it wishes, you would not need constitu- 
tional guarantees. The criticism that the minori- 
ty has disproportionate power could also be 
made against our Constitution. The Bill of 
Rights means that the majority of the Congress 
cannot do certain things. 

In the case of Rhodesia we have gone beyond 
a tactical derision on lifting sanctions. We have 
pul ourselves philosophically on - the side of the 
radical version of majority rule. We have given 
political support to those who want to come to 
power by military means.

pEKING (WP) — The factoiy worker in his

"gang" and official pledges of a more pros- 
perous life, many of China’s 960 million people 
are beginning to doubt the new promises and 
their government’s ability to resolve old difficul- 
ties. Conversations with dozens of Chinese — 
and with foreigners with unusual access to Chi- 
nese — suggest a desire on the part of individual 
citizens to look out for themselves and to ignore 
the slogans of sacrifice lhat have ruled life in 
China for three decades. 

After a burst of renewed interest in- work and 
promises of bonuses following the defeat of the 
dogmatic Maoists in the leadership in 1976, 
some factory managers are complaining aga in of 
worker absenteeism. Younger Chinese say that 
they are questioning the rewards for working 
harder as a new phenomenon, inflation, begins 
to eat into occasional wage increases. 

“Never before since 1949 have we had such 
open materialism in this country.” said a long- 
time European resident of China who has talked 
to many workers. If effectively used, he added, 
the mood could (cad to increased economic 
strength. But it has also increased the amount of 
open cynicism and personal ambition — and 


shaken the loyalty and discipline — of some of 
the society's most favored citizens. 

“Long live the Communist Party. Do you be- 
lieve that?” a young party member said with a 
smirk after a foreign acquaintance had closed 
the hotel room door.

was overthrown and his place taken by a mili- 
tary government with the stated intention of ex- 
tricating the country from the war over the 
Western Sahara. 

But 12 months and two changes of govern- 
ment later. Mauritania, one of the poorest, 
unhappiest countries in the world, is uo closer to 
. reaching a permanent settlement with the Pol- 
isario Front guerrillas. The story of its frustrated 
efforts is a cautionary tale for any country 
thinking of putting itself in hock to Saudi Ara- 
bia or Kuwait. 

Iron ore accounts for half Mauritania’s gross 
domestic product and 80 percent of its exports. 
Whoever controls the iron-ore industry controls 
Mauritania. From independence to 1972. lhat 
was France; then Mr. Daddah bravely national- 
ized iron ore. tore up the defense treaty with 
France and left the sphere of Lhe franc. 

All went as well as could be expected until 
SN1M. the nationalized company, ran into two 
nasty shocks. It became clear that the mines 
would run out in about 10 years. There were 
more reserves, but developing them would re- 
quire an 'investment of about 5900 million, half 
of which would hare to be found immediately. 
In sum, a country of 1.5 million people, already 
heavily in debt, had to raise $300 a head — near- 
ly a year's gross domestic product — at a stroke.

The second shock came from the war. In 
1975, Spain ceded to Morocco and Mauritania 
its colony of the Western Sahara — without con- 
sulting the colony's inhabitants. The Polisario 
guerrillas, with Algerian backing, have been 
fighting an increasingly successful war against 
both countries for control of their own territory. 

In 1977 and 1978, they disrupted Mauritania’s 
iron mines and trains so successfully that SNIM 
no longer showed a profit. So Mauritania was 
broke, and that was when the moneylenders 
came in. 

A first meeting of the World Bank and U.S., 
European and Arabian interests was held in Par- 
is in June. 1977. Six months later, in Saudi Ara- 
bia. the main lines of an agreement (and the 
strings to be attached) had been worked out. 
Mauritania would get an immediate loan of 
$360 million on three conditions: that ore pro- 
duction was no longer interrupted by the Pol- 
isario, that SNIM got rid of some unprofitable 
subsidiaries and that Mauritania found the re- 
maining S 100 million itself.

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PATRICIDE IN THE HOUSE DIVIDED 

A Psychological Interpretation of Lincoln and His Age 
By George B. Forgie. Norton. 308pp. $14.95. 
Reviewed by Robert Dawidoff 
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T IME WAS when an American 
kid bad an answer for any- 
body. big or small, who told him he 
could n’t do something: “It’s a free 
country!” — meaning of course 
that he could, too, do whatever it 
was he wanted. Americans grew up 
on that common ground. But of 
late that primal association — free- 
dom with Freedom — has suffered 
perhaps fatal stress. It is, in any 
case, under constant challenge; 
country and family and selves are 
not so commonly and simplistically 
assumed to be continuous. It is to 
this sort of dunking — how it be- 
gan and what it meant to those first 
Americans who grew up with the 
burden of getting used to freedom 
— that a remarkable book, “Patri- 
cide in the House Divided.” ad- 
dresses itself. 

George B. Forgie takes a new 
look at the time between the found- 
ing of the American Republic and 
the Civil War and notices a range 
Of things that previous historians 
have tended to overlook, because, 
as be says, “It is paradoxical but 
true that one of the greatest obsta- 
cles in the way of reaching and un- 
derstanding the mentality of Amer- 
icans whose actions led to civil war 
is the ineffably immense fact of the, 
American Civil War itself." The 
history of this period tends to be 
read as antebellum, whereas, For- 
gie reminds us, the point of the 
years leading up to the conflict was 
to prevent such dread division. 
What Forgie has written is an at- 
tempt to recover what was on the 
minds of those leaders who while 
trying to preserve the Union, in 
fact, re-founded iL 
Forgie shows that the determin- 
ing event for 19th-century Ameri- 
cans was the American Revolution 
and its challenging promise of free- 
dom and union. He collects the 
leadership of this period into a psy- 
chological generation which he 
calls a “cohort" because “psycho- 
logically, they shared an age with 
each other.” They inherited leader- 
ship and a burden of principle from 
a founding generation they regard- 
ed as Fathers in some met 
and patriotic sense but 
also, in fact, their fathers. 

The tense and confusing legacy 
of that doubled founding, at once 
both political and psychological, is 
Force's subject. For the successor 
generation saw everything through 
the bifocal lenses of personal and 
national inheritance. These focused 
the issues they regarded as import- 
ant and framed die ways in which 
they understood and attempted to 
solve them. Thus personal freedom 
and ambition were always to be iv- 
ied as within a strict context: 
goal of American union. Sons 
had to measure up to the standard 
of the Founding Fathers in every, 
part of their lives but without dis- 
turbing their fathers' goals. 

These goals were ambiguous, in- 
spiring the successor generation to 


great patriotic deeds, but also mak- 
ing them feel that those deeds were 
by definition insignificant com- 
ic those of the Founders, 
almost universal use 


during 
tors of 


this period of the metaphors 
home and family to describe the 
American union reinforces one's 
sense, as guided by Forgie, that the 
national and the personal were 
inescapably bound up together. It 
is, after all not surprising that the 
sons of the Fathers came to bloody 
blows over how or whether their 
joint inheritance could be divided. 
They saw it that way, their lan- 
guage was familial in just this 
sense, and what Forgie has done is 
to restore the sense of how 
treacherous a thing it was to have 
to act on this universal promise in 
the concrete sphere of political and 
psychological action. 

Brief recapitulation does little 
justice to the power and beauty of 
this book. Forgie treats a wonder- 
ful range of evidence; the good and 
not so good writings of the period; 
the actors, heroic and plodding; the 
politics, noble and ignoble. He sees 
tragedy and disappointment, fail- 
ures of ideal and failures of low 
cunning and never confuses the dif- 
ferent qualities and intentions of 
different human actions. He brings 
a psychological perspective to bear 
on this 19th-century material that 
never demeans or reduces its integ- 
rity but rather serves to unite us to 
that distant but present past. 

The legend of George Washing- 
ton. benevolent and con trolling, 
overarching the lives of the count- 
less sons whom he inspired and sty- 
mied, begins this story. The moody 
and magnificent struggle of Abra- 
ham Lincoln with his revered and 
resented Fathers finishes it in a tri- 
umphant moment of drama and 
clarity. The book restores a sense of 
the grandeur of the American na- 
tional past without resorting to 
anything short of a hard-eyed his- 
torical look at the animating reali- 
ties of that past. 

This is a book about which many 
■will be thinking and arguing for a 
while to come. It suggests new di- 
mensions to old historical issues 
and should be read in order to be 
reread and confronted. It deserves 
a wider audience than the academic 
because it accepts, even glories in. 
those historical issues which must 
interest us alL It is about American 
citizenship in its formative phase. It 
is a quiet and even elegant, scmmnl 
book, carefully argued and beauti- 
fully written in a dignified and re- 
strained style.

They live to drive rather than 
drive to live. 

“The beauty of my gasoline 
diet.” Exxon says in his introduc- 
tion, “is that you can drive any- 
where you want to, within reason, 
and always fed satisfied."

A British Trust Preserves 


The Bizarre and the 


Beautiful

ONDON (IHT) — Solitude- 


L seekers, frayed by the sum- 


mer tourist flood tide, will never 
circle such a classified ad in holi- 
day rental columns, because the 
castle’s owners rarely advertise. 
But Saddle Castle exists — com- 
plete with the shade of a wistful 
maiden and a circular stone stair- 
case that spirals upward five sto- 
ries — for rent by one of Britain's 
most unusual landlords. 

Saddle is just one of more than 
100 buildings that have been qui- 
etly rescued and renovated since 
the mid-1960s by the Landmark 
Trust. More than half, repaired at 
considerable cost with an atten- 
tion to detail rare outside of 
museums, are rented to vacation- 
ers. There is a timber-framed, 
thatched medieval hall house in 
Suffolk, built in 1250, where you 
car? your suitcases and groceries 
in a wooden wheelbarrow the last 
400 yards from the narrow road. 
Inside Fort Ckmque, in the 
Channel - Islands, buut for Well- 
ington as a fortification against 
Napoleon and later beefed up by 
Hitler, one Landmark living 
room overlooks Guernsey from 
under a concrete ceiling 1 1 feet 
thick, part of an' artillery 
emplacement. 


Devon frolicked into the head- 
lines a year or so back when word 
went out it was seeking a king for 
its 20 inhabitants. It wasn’t. 

But Lundy is a serious nature 
preserve, and the puffins that 
nest on narrow granite cliff 
ledges give the island its ancient 
Norse name and provide a recur- 
ring motif for its own issues of 
postage stamps. Landmark is set- 
ting up a marine reserve around 
the three-mile-long island. It also 
administers the island, rents a 
dozen dwellings, and allows a 
maximum of 20 6ampers to stay 
for S3 a bead weekly. 

The man behind Landmark — 
its founder and prime mover — 
keeps such a low profile that the 
doorway to his offices, a house 
adjoining Westminster Abbey, is 
marked only by a buzzer. 

“I'm just an ordinary banker, 
the most boring kind,” said John 
Smith, unfolding his lean, tall 


frame into a wing chair — pipp-

‘Goodbye, Old Fruit 9 


In Scotland, a summer house 
carved into a giant stone replica 
of a pineapple ream two stories 
over a garden. Inscribed in the 
guest register is the memorable 
adieu, s Goodbye, old fruit." 
Built in 1761 for the Earl of Dun- 
more, who later governed New 
York and Virginia, The Pine- 
apple has earned Landmark the 
reputation of collecting “follies," 
or quirky building?. But to Land- 
mark, follies are valid architectur- 
al footprints of a passing moment 
in history. It is saving buildings 
other people won’t — buildings 
that are too small, in painful 
disrepair or architecturally 
unfashionable. 

Then there is the whole of Lun- 
dy. That comma of an isle punc- 
tuating the Bristol Channel off 


early costumed for the part in 
discreet pinstripe suit that is 
London's financial uniform. 
Smith is a director of Coutts 
Bank, used by the queen. He has 
worn and discarded roles that 
would cap another's career: di- 
rector of some of Britain’s most 
prestigious firms, indue 
Rolls-Royce (for 20 years) 
the Financial Times; Tory MP 
for the cities of London and 
Westminster, and until last year, 
Lord-Lieutenant for Berkshire, a 
royal accolade.

Basically Landmark is catching 
buildings that escape the net of 
Britain’s National Trust, guardi- 
an of some of the finest grand 
homes and lands — because the 
National Trust charter decrees 
that all of its properties must be 
self-sustaining. Smith, from a 
family with large land holdings in 
southern England, has been a Na- 
tional Trust director since 1949. 
From that vantage point be 
watched “fine buildings like 
those on the canal system ruth- 
lessly levelled." 


In 1962 he established. Mani- 
fold Trust, to generate income 
through property investments m 
London, and shortly afterward. 
Landmark Trust By 1976, Mani- 
fold had distributed more than $9 . . , 

million, most of it to Landmark. 

One of Landmark’s first projects - 
was tin: berthing of the H-M.S. 
Belfast, a 11 ,500- ton World War 
II cruiser, today a major tourist 
attraction, across the Thames 
from the Tower of London. 

“People want to go to the most 
a making properties in the most 
amazing way," Smith said, rif- 
fling through a catalog of Land- 
marks. It is pretty unusual to va- 
cation in an old railroad station, 
a pottery mill, an abandoned ar- 
senic mine, or a Gothic temple 
set in the grounds of Stowe, the 
famous public school. Currently 
about 10,000 people do each 
year. Rates range from S200 to 
$350 a week in wanner weather; 
about S55 a day from November 
to March.

Smith. Those Landmarks off tbs 
beaten track, as most of them are; 
have detailed maps of footpaths. 

Landmark renovates six or sev- 
en buildings a year, in painstak- 
ing detail At die Music Room, a 
three-story town bouse in Lancas- 
ter, this meant spending 6,000 
hours repairing elaborate ba- 
roque plasterwork of the nine 
muses. At Saddle Castle, painted 
i9(hrcentxuy ceiling panels of 
coats of arms, held in the Camp- 
bell town Museum, woe restored 
to what is now the living room 
ceding. The most costly renova- 
tion — Wortham Manor — a me- 
dieval base for one of the great 
Norman families, soaked op close 
to half a milli on dollars (about 
$180,000 of it in outside grants.) 
Rentals on Wortham’s three 
apartments ran from $200 to 
$270 a week. 


“We could afford to do more, 
but if we advanced faster . - 
Smith paused, “Well, I might as 
well be making toothpaste. We’d 
be worrying about cash flow, 
manageme nt relations. I wouldn’t 
be having any fun out of it.” 

Smith said Landmark was the 
first to restore a military installa- 
tion and the earliest industrial 
housing — row houses built in 
1771 by Richard Arkwright for 
bis knitting-mill workers. It is 
keen on keeping medieval build- 
ings as dose as possible to their 

original state. 

The t -anrimnrk collection is 
threaded with history. Mary 
Queen of Soots was imprisoned at 
Tixail Gatehouse for a fortnight 
in 1586 shortly before she was 
beheaded. Marconi used 
Luttrell’s Tower outside 
Southampton for his wildest 
experiments. The three-story 
Landmark apartment is still light- 
ed by the electric cable he laid.
